GROUP PORTRAIT WITH LADY 
by Helnrich Boell (McGraw-Hill) 
405 pp. $7.95.

SEVERAL PEOPLH to whom I have 
enthusiastically recommended novels 
by Heinrich Boell find him hard to 
take. This is probably simply a 
Matter of taste. I don't believe It 
[5 a question of Boell's “Germanity,” 
because I happen to be unable to 
read much by Gtinther Grasa, while 
Boell has, to my mrind, done much 
to rescue ‘the German language from 
Itself, This achlevement, of course, 
15 lost in translation. 

“Lady,” which won the Nobel Prize 
for Literature in 1872 for its au- 
thor (it was published in Germany 
in 1971) is, for me, a highly origin- 
al and totally absorbing worl.

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Uri Ehrenfeld, one of the P.o.W.s captured by the Egyptians when the pocket of Israelis who held out on 
the Port Tewfik pier surrendered, is back in Israel. He describes his experiences to PHILIP GILLON. 


THE SMALL GROUP of Nahal 
atroopers who held the Port 


wik pier for a week, until they . 


were ordered by Zahal to abandon 
the hopeless fight and surrender, 
consisted at first of 42 men. Five 
of them were killed; most of the 
others were wounded. They still 
had adequate supplies of food 
and water, but ammunition was 
running very low, and, says Pri- 
vate Uri Ehrenfeld, they could 
not have carried on for long even 
if they had not been told to 
surrender.

On the day of the surrender by 
the Israelis to the Red Cross, the 
pehaviour of the Egyptians start- 
ed off ‘being as impeccable as any 
gentleman In Geneva could desire.

“Newsweek” representative and 
other reporters were present to 
witness the Israeli ignominy. Af- 
ter the Israelis had been taken 
aeross the Canal, the Egyptians 
had another idea, and the Israeli 
commander was instructed to pick 
two men to go ‘back with him 
across the water to salute the 
Egyptian flag as it was raised 
on the last redoubt of the fore- 
most section of the Bar-Lev Line. 
One of the two he took with him 
was Uri. 

Most of the 42 were Orthodox, 
as is Uri himself. They came from 
different units, and had ‘been con- 
centrated at Port Tewfik because 
of the high holidays. 

Immediately the fag slung 
ceremony was over, and the 
Cross and newsmen had devarted, 
the Hgyrtians’ copy of the Ge- 

fonvention was thrown into 

the Canal. Uri was blindfolded 
and bound, his boots and socks 
were taken away, and eve 
portable was stolen from ,_ in- 
cluding even his skull-cap. Taken 
to a port somewhere in Keynt.

The day be- 
fore the PoWs left Egypt, two 
Saturdays ago, his clothes werc 
changed for the second time. 


URI HOLDS NONE of_the views 
ke voiced over Radio Cairo, 

“T don’t blame Dayan or any- 
one else for what happened to us 
— war is lke that. One side al- 
ways catches the other by sur- 
prise — this happens in eve: 
war. People get led, wounded, 
taken prisoner, There isn't a new 
type of Egyptian soldier. They 
are still 20 years behind us; the 
only thing is thet the Russians 
have given them ‘better arms, If 
they had ‘been better soldiers, we 
couldn't have held out as jong as 
ae lik in Is- 

le hopes, ke everyone in 
rael, that peace will result from 
the present negotiations, although 
he doesn't see how the trick will 


be worked. 

“t's hard to believe that the 
Arabs will ever make real peace 
with us. Still, I'm a great optim- 


ist by nature, I keep hoping. As 
to the areas, I think we should 
be prepared to give up part of 


Sinai — even most of it — in 
order to get a settlement with the 
Egyptians. But Jerusalem? Heb- 
yon? Certainly not. And the Golan 
—-_also not.” 

Somewhat surprisingly, he has 
never thought deeply about the 
problem of the Palestinian Arabs. 

“They asked me about the Pal- 
estinians while I was in Egypt. 
I can't say that I know the an- 
awer. Certainly not to give them 
back East Jerusalem or Hebron. 
It's a very difficult problem.”

WITH BEEF prices up_ higher 
than ever, it is time to take an- 
other look at the vegetarian meat 
substitute known as soy or soya. 
I've been experimenting with it 
more and more in my household 
lately, with successful results. 

For economy plug nutrition, 
soya can’t be beaten. [t comes in 
various forms, dry and frozen, 
but at its cheapest it works out 
at 12.50 a kilo. Compare this 
in price with the cheapest meat 
an fish — chicken at IL6.50 
a kilo in the street markets and 
carp at IL8.50 a kilo. In protein 
value, soya is equivalent to lean 
meat, and it is even lower in 
ealories. 

Basically, there are two ways 
to use soya. First, as a replace- 
ment for meat or fish. This is 
what vegetarians do, and it is 
also a boon for kosher house- 
holds, because they can mix milk 
products with the “meatless 
meat.” The second method is to 
stretch meat or fish by adding 
soya to it, generally in a 50:5! 


ratio. 
Shefa Protein Industries Ltd. of 


meatballs and spaghetti sauce. In 
a 50-50 mixture, the soya is un- 
noticeable to most. people. If you 
grind your own meat, or your 
for gefilte fish, il is no extra 
work to grind the soya right 
along with it — after it has beon 
soaked in water, of course. 

You can also buy ground soyn 
in frozen form, It comes in 8 
white plastic bag, marked “Shef- 
burger’ in red Hebrew letters. A 
half-kilo sells for 11.2.20 or 11.2.25, 
The frozen product does not re- 
quire soaking; just defrost it and 
it's ready for use. 

There's another significant dif- 
ference: the frozen S.V.P. already 
has some spiees added to it — 
salt, onion, free monosodium 
glutamate ani black pepper.

ἢ N HIS CLASSIC essay “On 

ἡ ‘the Marionette Theatre,” the 
German author Kleist dis- 
cussed the philosophic polg- 
nancy of a situation whereby 
humans create marionettes 
to be capable of a far 
greater variety of infinitely more 
precise movements than the hu- 
man hody itself can perform. Abra- 
kadabra illustrates this perfectly 
in a sketch of a dancing com- 
petition between Ronit and a ma- 
rionette: despite her virtuoso gy- 
rations, in the end Ronit must 
admit defeat. What more can they 
say about the difference between 
dance or straight theatre and pup- 
peteering? 

“Puppets are of their essonce 
magical objects,” says Ronit. 
“They can't be tempted, like hu- 
man actors, to create an illusion 
of ‘real life’.” 

“We're manipulators," Reuven 
says. “It's all in the hand. An 
actor must put his expression 
jnto lifting ἃ ‘eg, say, or turn- 
ing his head; for us. all that 
consciousness and contro] must 
be concentrated in the hand.” 

“There's 8 personality dif- 
ference too,” Barbara adds. “Act- 
ors are often very lonely, dif- 
ficult people, while puppeteers are 
usually just the opposite, and 
language or cultural ‘barriers 
make no difference. I'm sure if 
we met Japanese or Balinese pup- 
peteers, we'd get along fine to- 
gether immediately. It's the same 
creative spirit: what could be 
more absorbing or exciting than 
making your own toys and then 
playing with them?”

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Have Contributed Record Sums To 
Keren Hayesod-United Israel 
Appeal Emergency Campaign 


More than 100 leaders of the Toronto Jewish Community, augmented 
hy representatives from Winnipeg, ure presently touring the country 
on a special Keren Hayesod-United Israel Appeal Study Mission to 
learn about Israel's needs of the hour. Upon thelr rotwm home next 
week after an Intensive olne day visit, they will lelp hooxt the 
community's 1974 campaign for Jurnel which they hope will exceed 
the unprecedented record sums collected alreudy. 

Heading the Mission is Mr. Murray B. Koffler, Chairman of 
Toronto's 1974 United Israel Appeal campaign on behalf of Isracl. 
The present mission has been called “The President's Mission” In 
honour of the President of Isracl, on whose behalf the Mission mem- 


bers were invited to participate. 


By the time it departs frdm 
Israel next Wednesday, the Mis- 
sion will have met with and 
heard from the President of 
Tsract, the Prime Minister, Cabi- 
net members, and executive of 
the Jewish Agency and Keren 
Hayesod. They will also have 
visited border areas, a naval 
base, witnessed the arrival of 
new immigrants, and received 
detailed briefings on Israel's hu- 
man needs at this hour 


The Mission leaders have also 
taken the opportunity to inform 
the Jewish Agency and Keren 
Hayesod executives here of their 
community's accomplishments to 
date, and thelr targets for the 
forthcoming 1974 campaign. In 
recounting the crowded events 
of the last few weeks, Mr. Kof- 
fler noted that Toronto Jewry 
began bringing in their contri- 
butions spontaneously and en 
masse with the outbreak of the 
Yom Kippur War and that little 
if any organization or prodding 
was needed. 


Record Sums 


By October 16, less than 10 
days after the outbreak of the 
war, Toronto Jewry had already 
passed all previous records in 
funds raised, and the commu- 
nity’s leaders were already meet- 
ing in New York with a apecial 
delegation from Israel to plan 
further activities. Together with 
the Israeli delegetion which 
comprised Finance Minister Pin- 
has Sapir, Acting Chairman of 
the Jewish Agency, Leon Dulzin 
and former Army Chlef of Staff, 
Haim Leskov, it was decided to 
launch ‘the 1974 campalgn im- 
mediately. 

Within three days, more than 
a thousand contributors of spe- 
clal ‘gifts were invited to an 
Bmergency Campaign Meeting in 
Toronto's Skyline Hotel. They 
were told that Messrs. Sapir, 
Dulzin and Laskov would be on 


hand to report on the lateat 
situation in Israel, and they 
were asked to come to the meet- 
ing prepared to make thelr 1974 
pledges. 


‘Nearly all 1,000 pergons Invited 
attended the mecting which 
opened with ἃ memorial for 15- 
rael's fallen. The guests from 
Israe! outlined the problems cre- 
ated hy the war, and then the 
campaign chairman called on 
each and every pergon in the 
room to stand and make his 
pledge. Although this took more 
than three hours everyone waited 
his turn to be called. Millions of 
dollars were raised and all for- 
mer jund raising records fell in 
the process. 


Mr. Sapir told the assembled 
guests that this was one of the 
most outstanding fund ralaing 
meetings he had ever witnessed, 
and he immediately reported on 
it by phone to his colleagues in 
Israel). 


Immediately after this opening 
event, all divisions of the cam- 
paign launched their activities, 
utilizing large meetings and ral- 
lies to reach the contributors. At 
each gathering, pledges were 56- 
cured on the spot. In this way, 
most of the canvassing was com- 
pleted in a record three weeks, 
Normally, ocanvasgers call on 
prospects personally, and it uau- 
ally takes up to alx months to 
complete the campaign. 


“In all my years of campaign- 
ing for the Appeal,” said Mr, 
Koffler, who attended as many 
as six and eight mectings aA 


- day, “I have never seen such 


willingness by the people of 
Toronto to contribute to Israel. 
This great outpouring of love 
for the people of Israel was 
truly overwhelming. It proved 
beyond a shadow of a doubt that 
the Jews of our community sup- 
port Israel every step of the 
wey." : 


Synagogues Pitch In 

One of the most heartening 
aspects of the campalgn was 
the magnificent way in which 
the synogogues of Toronto sup- 
ported the drive. As o matter 
of fact, the Campaign bogun 
unofficially in the synagogucs. 

As soon as the news of the 
war was announced in Toronto, 
Rabbis made urgent appeals from 
the pulpit calling for financial 
support for Israel. Mr. Koffler 
noted that it was the rabbis who 
first mobilized the community to 
action. In addition to ralaing 
funds from the congregations 
directly, many of the synagogues 
turned over large suma of money 
from their own funds for the 
campaign. Many projects for 
which the synagogues had been 
raising funds were deferred In 
order to give priority to the 
Keren Hayesod-United Israe! Ap- 
peal Campalgn. 

Wonien und Children Help 

The Women's Division cun- 
ducted a telethon on a Sunday 
and in one day contacted close 
to five thousand women who had 
not yet made their gifts. 

Even children didn’t have to 
be told about Isruel'a needs. No 
formul organization was made 
for a children's campaign but 
the youngsters went ahead on 
their own to- ralse funds. They 
emptied thelr bank accounts, 
raked leaves, polished shoes, 
washed cars, worked as brby- 
sitters, aold candies house to 
house, took up collections at the 
shopping plazas in the Jewlsh 
areas, held raffles and Bazaars, 
and conducted numerous other 
activities which brought in thou- 
sands of additional dollars. 

The UIA office staff was 
swamped trying to keep up to 
date with campaign activitles. 
However, hundreds of vounteers 
quickly moved in to help, thus 
enabling the offiea to operate for 
up to elghteen houra a day. 

Even though there is a ceasé- 
fire, there has been no Iet up 
in the campaiguing. "We will 
continue our offorts until each 
and every Jew in Toronto has 
been contacted for a 1974 con- 
tribution,” Mr, Koffler declared. 
He added that members of the 
present Mission will hold special 
reporting meetings when they 
return to ‘Toronto next week, 
and he feels confident that these 
will help boost the campaign 
atill further. 
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
